ment of a Spanish republic, to- 
day found an asylum in France. 


Sad faced and tearful, Queen 


Victoria, who 
left an English 


home to become the bride of King 
Alfonso, reached Paris with 
five 


of their children this forenoon. 
She retired to a hotel apartment 
where she was said later to be in 
a state of virtual prostration as 
a consequence of the strain of 
the past four days. 
She tehut herself up in her bed- 


room and would see no one upon 
her doctors' advice that she must 
have absolute rest and quiet un- 
til tonight, when Alfonso is- ex- 
pected here from Marseilles where 
he landed from the cruiser Prin- 
cipe Alfonso at dawn today. 
With Alfonso's arrival, a 
few- 


minutes before -midnight, the en- 
tire Spanish royal family will be 
eathered In Paris with the excep- 
tion of the third son, the Infante 
Don Juan, who went to Gibraltar 
from Cadiz yesterday and may re- 
main there a day or so. 
Both the king and queen from 
the moment they reached France 
made emphatic declaration that 
Alfonso did 
not 
abdicate 
his 
throne or denounce the royal line 
but merely suspended the royal 
prerogative until such time' as ho 
decides whether the people want 
him or wish to cast him aside. 
"The king has not 
abdicated. 


He has not even passed over his 
powers. 
He has merely left his 


country," 
Victoria 
insisted 
to 


newspapermen 
who 
journeyed 


with her from Hendaye, on the 
frontier, to Paris.

i IS UNDERWAY IN 
* 
NAVARRO COUNTY 


DECREASE IN COTTON ACRE- 
'AGE OF MORE THAN TEN 
' PER CENT PREDICTED 


Cotton planting is In full sway 
In all sections of the county this 
-week. With continued fair weath- 
er a large per cent of the cotton 
•will be planted during the next 
ten days. 
Farmers have been busy for the 
past month finishing corn plant- 
Ing and preparing the land for 
other crops. 
Some of the corn 
/planted earlv had to be replanted 
lor 
various 
reasons, 
principally 
cold, wet weather. 
Taken as a whole the land is in 
good shape with very little vege- 
tation. Rain will be needed soon, 
however, to prevent the moisture 
.entirely drying out. 
Very little difficulty is expect- 


ed In getting a stand of cotton 
a» there was a good supply of 
moisture and most of the farmers 
used drags or rollers after plant- 
ing. 
Strong winds in the early 
part of the week dried the ground 
.to- some extent but during the 
last' few days the wind has shift- 
ed to the souh and has not been 
»o strong. 
A decrease' of 10 to 12 and one- 
half . per t:ent in cotton acreage 
In the county is predicted. In 
some sections reductions as high 
as 25 per cent or more have been 
."Blade. 
The reduction in acreage 


•was effected principally through 
the 
coperatlon of the 
bankers 


and through a desire of the farm- 
ers to "live' at home" as much 
as possible this year. 
i Feed crops of various kinds will 
lie planted on the land formerly 
devoted 
to 
cotton. 
There was 
considerable increase in acreage 
planted In corn and oats. Sor- 
ghum, maize and 
other 
head 
crops will also be increased. In

preparations are being made to 
feed some cattle on the grains 
and hay crops. Several in Kerens 
have purchased grinding and mix- 
ing machines for use in preparing 
the grains for feeding.

Underworld characters, as term- 


ed by many people, those engaged 
in crime, today are in many m- 
| stances those who were engaged 
in law violations more than 
a 
quarter of a century ago, mused 
C. L. Knox. assistant county at- 
torney of Navarro county, today 
in discussing conditions 
of the 
present time as compared 
with 


those of the 80s, with a news re- 
porter, and there is little change 
in the character and problems in 
law enforcement now as was at 
that time, although many changes 
in methods and proceeding are 
now encountered. 


"There were many more arrest- 


ed for crime back in the old days 
than now," Mr. Knox continued. 
; Mr. Knox was assistant county 
attorney under Luther A. Johnson, 
now congressman, from 1898 to 
1902, 
and was county 
attorney 


from 1906 to 1910. From 1910 until 
1931, 
a period of 21 years, 
the 
present assistant prosecutor was 
out of touch with the law enforce- 
ment' In this county. 


"You'd be surprised as would 


the majority of the people," Mr. 
Knox said, "that some of those 
people I dealt with and prosecut- 
ed back in the 90s a.nd early in 
the Twentieth century, are now 
being deal with, in many 
in- 


stances for the same character of 
offenses, and in other instances, 
allied and more modern lines." He 
referred 
to numerous individual 


cases, recalling from memory, and 
citing Instances where the young- 
er generation is following in 
the 


footsteps of the parents. 


'It Is merely a case of suppres- 


sion" in the law enforcement, he 
stated, and "keeping it down as 
low as possible." 


Only Slight Change 


Twenty-five yenrs ago, the as- 
sistant county attorney related, lo- 
cal option law violations 
and 


gambling houses were numerous 
"Out 
of the local option law 
and 


gambling house violators of that 
day, we have the footleggers of to- 
day," he remarked. 


In the old days, there was con- 


siderable petty thieving, and to- 
day the same bunch are In gangs 
of petty thieves, small hl-jackers. 
and petty burglaries. 
Years ago. bank robbers were 


little heard of, those now engaged 
in that character of crime being 
the train robbers. 


The cattle thief of the yester- 
years has evolved Into the auto- 
mobile thief of today. 


"In the 90s. there were SO or 


40 arrests daily, and on the big 
days, many times the city and 
county jails were crowded to ca- 
pacity, and at one time a stockade 
was constructed behind the city 
hall to care for the overflow after 
both cltv and county jails were 
filled. 
There are only about 
a 


half dozen arrests daily now. 
Less Criminal Practice. 


Mr. Knox recalled that there 


were not nearly so many big crim- 
inol cases tried in the courts as In 
the other years. There were nu- 
merous murder trials, and several 
big trials were staged at each 
term of court. 
"In those 
days, 
there were five big law firms, who 
devoted most of their time 
to 


criminal practice. In addition 
to 
that of the smaller firms and in- 
dividuals," he said, "and now there 
is little criminal practice." 


There has not been a white man 


killed in Navarro county in sever- 
al months, since before the pres- 
ent 
county 
attorney's 
personnel 


took office Jan, 1, 1931, and only 
one negro murder case developed. 
After the principal in the "hoodoo" 
case early in January was given 
a 99 year sentence in the peniten- 
tiary 'for trie slaying of a negress 
here and the subsequent conviction 
of other negroes on old murder 
charges, shooting among the ne- 
groes has decreased to a minimum. 
For several ylears, negro killings 
were almost of weekly occurrence. 


The district court here formerly 


was "composed of Navarro, Lime- 
stone and Freestone counties, and 
about three weeks of each term 
two.s devoed to the trial of criminal 
cases in Navarro county, practi- 
cally the same time as it devoted 
to that characer of trials at he 
present time with the population 
of the county doubled. 


Twenty-five years ago, local op- 


tion and gambling house charges 
wore tried in the county court, 
and now the prohibition cases are 
dealt with in the district court. 


All Works From One Office. 
Under the old order of things, 


the district attorney handled the 
felonies and the county attorney 
find 
assistant county 
attorney 


Handled the mlsdemanors and the 
grand jury work. All of the work 
3 now handled by the county at- 
torney's departmenf, 


"People think law breaking at 


the present time is worse than in 
former years, but it is not—they 
don't seem to realize it," Mr. Knox 
said, "and I have been interested 
during the past few months in 
petting back into the law enforce- 
ment machinery, and comparing 
the present times with those in 
the past. It Is the same persons 
and 
same kind of people violating, 


the laws today that were doing so ! 
a quarter of a century, ago, and 
It has been an interesting work for j 
me during the past few months 
comparing vlolaions, etc." 


Mr. Knox pointed out when he 


was in the courthouse in former 
years, a poor farm, conslting of 
between 400 and 500 acres of land 
was manned and worked 
with 


convict labor—there being between 
40 and 50 prisoners there all of 
the 
time. " The 
present county 


farm has approximately 60 acres 
in it. 
In those days the 
city 


maintained a farm on which con- 
vict labor was done for those to 
work out fines when they were 
unable to pay. In addition to the 
city and county farms, there were 
convict road camps in each pre- 
cinct working on the public roads 
and the citizens did the remain- 
der of the road work by being 
''warned out for five days road 
service per year" by the road over- 
seers. 
The work Is now being 


done by the county by hired men 
on road outfits, principally motor- 
ized equipment. 


No Profit Now. 


"There is no way now to make 


the convicts pay their cost at a 
profit," he stated, and if they are 
sent to the county farm the county 
is unable to kepp them at a prof- 
it.Another thing the assistant coun- 
tv attorney pointed out that tends 
to make the people notice law 
violations at the present time more 
than in former years Is newspa- 
pers and transportation.

to." 


Most of the noblest .and most use- 
ful souls that have blessed this 
earth have been poor. Nor do the 
rich ordinarily use their wealth 
as stewards -of the common good. 
Self indulgence that is shameless, 
and often wicked, is rather the 
rule? 
On the other hand, the poor are 
not 
necessarily 
virtuous. 
Gross 


wickedness abounds at both ends 
of 
the 
economic scale. 
Russia 


has not been made a paradise by 
taking money from the rich and 


' destroying their prlviliges. , 
The Story Itself. 


Jesus held no brief for things 
as they are. He is the great up- 
setter of the 
old social 
order 


of selfishness. .Frequently He con- 
demned, 
in 
strongest 
language, 


the unsocial rich of 
His 
day. 
Probably the 
economic reason 
was the greatest single contribut- 
ing cause of His crucifixion. He 
interfered 
with 
business, 
and 


business cunningly incited to do 
Him to death. 
The 
pharisees, 


"who were lovers of money," were 
the inveterate' foes of Jesus. 
When He came to deal with 
the riches and poverty situation, 
Jesus compressed it into a pic- 
ture, one of the most familiar 


• bits of, literature extant. Let me 
quote the Parable of Dives and 
•Lazarus as translated 
in 
the 


Weymouth 
Version:— 
"There was once a 
rich 
man 
who 
habitually arrayed 
himself 


In purple and fine linen, and en- 
joyed the splendid banquet every 


V day, while at his outer door there 
\i lay a beggar, Lazarus by name, 
covered with sores and longing to 
make a full meal off the scraps 
flung on the floor from the rich 
man's table. 
Nay,, the dogs, too, 


•used to come and lick his sores. 
"But in the course of time the 
beggar died; and he was carried 
' r. the Angels 
into 
Abraham's 


'aom. The rich man also died, 


and had a funeral. And in Hades, 
being -in torment, he looked and 
saw Abraham in the far distance, 
and Lazarus resting in his arms. 
So he cried aloud, and said, , 
" 'Father Abraham, take pity on 
jne and send Lazarus to dip the 
tip -of his finger in water 
and 
cool by tongue, for I am in 'agony 
in this flame.'

A Two-World Solution. 
Thus the Great Teacher had to 


summon the new world of heaven 
to redress the wrongs / of the old 
rlu-orld of earth. He pictured the 
Hereafter as the place 
of 
the 


fcquare Deal. 
To "Him, the law 


ofs compensation ran through the 
eternal aeons. 
Things may be 


all wrong here, but they will be 
all right hereafter. 
Our modern 


materialists, who want to settle 
all problems here and now, miss 
this clear teaching of Scripture. 
You cannot subtract 'heaven, and 
gtill find the sum of happiness. 
Not that the present inequali- 


ties - of our social system are to 
oe condoned. The words of Christ 
are a warning to the foolish rich. 
Such tragedies and 
failures of 


civilization as the present depres- 
sion make clear that there must 
be a fairer 
distribution- of this 
world's goods 
somehow. 
This 


year's income tax reports in the 
United States show that apparent- 
ly many • rich 
men 
have been 


made richer by the fearful' disas- 
ter that has 
come upon their 


country. The news of hunger and 
suffering 
. and 
unemployment 


makes grim reading alongside of 
the item that more than 
five 


hundred persons in Arnerica have 
incomes above .a million dollars a 
year. 


Is There a Way Out? 


0Is it possible to put into a few 
words any practicable sui^estlon 
as to a way out of the ancient 
morass of undue wealth and un- 
fair poverty? Books by the thou- 
sands have been written upon the 
subject, 
most 
of 
them 
dealing 


ponderously 
with 
complicated 


economic theories. 
' 


Well, the Jesus-way irf clear, and 


that way is the way of brother- 
hood. 
They 
who 
have 
should 
share with those who have 
not. 


The Master's word to the rich 
young ruler was that he should 
dispose of his estate to the poor, 
I do not think that the spirit of 
Jesus would be carried out sim- 
ply by the rich becoming poor 
in order that the poor might tem- 
porarily gain comparative riches. 
What is involved . is a recognition 
of the Christian 
principle 
of 


brotherhood: "Bear ye one an- 
other's burdens, and so fulfill the 
law of Christ." 


Practically and 
definitely 
this 


means that it is not Christian for 
the rich to use times of adversity 
as occasions for growing richer; 
and it also means that the per- 
son of wealth should, even at a 
loss to himself, assure work to 
his employes, and give generous- 
ly and sacrificially to others who 
are in need. 
It is hardly think- 


able—yet' the statement of charit- 
able societies seem to prove it— 
that here- should really have lived, 
during the past year, possessors 
of wealth who did 
not 
make 


large contributions to the relief 
and unemployment agencies. Such 
a person is wholly unfit to be 'en- 
trusted with riches. 
, 
> 


Perhaps the direst, permanent 


result of the prevailing depression 
has been the deep resentment it 
has ' created, among 
the unemi 


ployed and theft sympathetic fel- 
low men, agajnst rich men and 
"big 
business" generally. Already 


the effects of this are seen in the 
day's 
political chaos. 
No man 


can 
surely , predict the 
ultimate 


outcome of the failure 
of 
the 


wealthy, in a day of unique op- 
portunity, to recognize their stew- 
ardship and the solidarity of man- 
Ikind. 
. 


As It Was In Russia. 


A few evenings ago I addressed 


^. group of about two hundred 
and fifty wealthy men, many or 
most of them millionaires. ,1 told 
them if they were living in Rus- 
sia today, all of them would have 
had their money taken way from 
them. 
Some would have been 


shot, most would have been sent 
to jail or hard labor in Siberia; 
and, 
if any escaped this common 


fate, they would be without food 
cards, without 
lodging 
permits 


and without the right to send 
their children to school. 


Most of my audience thought I 


was using a figure of speech. All 
were as incredulous as were the 
Russian aristocrats whom I knew 
in Russia during the revolution; 
and' whose stock answer to all 
warnings was "Impossible!" 
The 


bat-blindness of 
the 
privileged 


classes in a time of crisis or op- 
portunity is one of the most dis- 
couraging features of the prob- 


lem of wealth. 
The failure of 


business leaders to avert, mitigate 
or relieve the recent 
depression 


will bulk large in futures books. 


The Touch of Irony. 


In this old' story, so clearly 


drawn from oriental life, which 
is our Lesson, there is comfort for 
the. 'poor and warnjng for the 
rich. 
With 
subtle Mrony, Jesus 


pictures the rich mfti -as having 
been given a funeral; there was 
no funeral for Lazarus—but his 
spirit went to be with Abraham. 


Most ominous of the1 warnings 


in the narrative is the clear teach- 
ing that if the foolish rich do not 
heed 
the 
present 
teachings of 


the old Bobk, they will get no 
special message from the beyond 
Either 
wealth 
will 
correct 
its 
course by the light of Scripture, 
or it will suffer the consequences. 
One would suppose that-a serious- 
minded rich person would at least 
beat pains to inform himself upon 
the 
teachings 
of the 
ible con- 


cerning great possessions. 


Meanwhile, the 
truth 
abides 
that real reches are of the spirit. 
"Godliness • with 
contentment,

great gain."

curlal, near the palace, today, as 
the queen and her two daughters 
and two sons, last of the royal 
family to depart, bade adieu on 
the station platform to a little 
band of faithful retainers, gran- 
dees and aristocrats who had gath- 
ered to wish them Godspeed. With 
the queen were the Infanta Crls- 
tina and Beatriz, the crown .'prince 
of the Asturias and Prince Gonza- 
lo, the youngest son. 


The tragic events of 
the past 


week, while the ancient throne was 
tottering, and royal lives 
were 


even thought to be In danger, had 
laid a heavy hand on the queen, 


Gen. 
Jose Sanjuro, regarded as 


Spain's bravest, toughest and most 
hard-fisted soldier, although a re- 
publican, had asked to be allow- 
ed to see the republican govern- 
ment's guarantees of safe conduct 
carried out, and he had chosen 25 
picked men for the job. They 
rode in the express train to pre- 
vent any possible attacks on the 
royal family by extremists during 
tho journey. 


In the meantime the new gov- 
ernment announced that tranqull- 
ity reigned now throughout 
all 


Spain. All expatriates have been 
invited to return to Madrid. 


Almost coincident with the de- 


parture of the royal family, Capt. 
Ramon Franco, insurgent aviator, 
returned from France. 
He 
was 


received enthusiastically as a na- 
tional hero. 


"I am back to work for the re- 


public," he said, "to establish and 
continue it on a sound basis." 


Having 
fled four months ago 


after the failure of the December 
revolution, Capt. Franco returned 
aa one of the Idols of the republi- 
cans.

sailed

announced. 


The Infante Alfonso, Prince of 


Asturias, heir to the throne, took 
a motorcar before midnight, pre- 
sumably 
for 
Hendaye, Spanish- 


French frontier, and the Infante 
Juan, youngest of Alfonso's sons, 
left Cadiz for Gibraltar whore he 
will board a British cruiser for 
England.

An automobile carrying the de-

day has heard crowds cheer for 
him, listened to the shouts of his 
subjects, chanting happily, like the 
yelling sections at an American 
football game.

While De Romanoes considered 


himself honor-bound not to roveal 
its contents, political circles be- 
lieved it will make clear that Al- 
fonso's action was not a complete 
abdication of the throne for him- 
self and his heirs.

Ing to Spain in the event, say, 


that parliamentary elections should 
go monarchist.
